Alberta Farmers’ Live 
Stock Bulletin 


Cattle—The receipts continue very 
liberal, although the run this week 
did not seem to come up to last week 
in quality, a large problem seemed to 
be cattle of the medium killing kind. 
The bidding on the heavy steers was 
somewhat slower and very little sold 
over $9.50. We sold one extra choice 
heavy steer ‘for $10.50, and a number 
of steers at 10c,other sales were made 
at $9.50, $9.25, $9.15, and a large num- 
ber at 9c, other prices on good but- 
cher steers being $8.75, $8.50, and 
$8.35 with the common steers at 
$7.75 and $8.25. We sold _séveral, ex- 
tra choice cows *nt’$8.2> and a few at 
8c. The run of choice butcher cows 
were sold at $7.50 and $7.75 with 
medium to good at $6.75 to $7.75, and 
common cows around $6.00, with cut- 
ters and canners from $3.25 to $5.50. 
Bulls were in good demand, and we 
sold an extra choice bull for $6.75, 
with others at $6.25, but they have to 
be extra good to bring more than 
$6.25. Medium bulls and stags $5.75 
to $6.00 and common bulls $4.50 to 
$5.50. Oxen sold steadily at last 
week's prices, but very few were in 
until Friday when we sold five head 
at 8c and a number of good oxen at 
$7.35. Common to good sold at $5.50 
to $6.50 and canners and cutters down 
to 4c. Calves did not sell very read- 
ily heavy calves selling $7.00 to $7.50 
and Hght calves around $9.50. There 
was a heavy run of feeding steers and 
stockers, and a large number changed 
hands, good feeding steers showing 
breeding and weighing around 900 to 
1000 lbs would bring $7.65 to $8.00, 
and good stocker steers 650 to 850ibs. 
from $7.25 to $7.50. Stocker cows are 
the hardest class of cattle to dispose 
of, especially in less than carload lots. 
We bought an extra choice load of 
yearling heifers for Mr. Parsons, of 
Acme, at $55.00, and a load of medium 
yearlings for Mr. Talbot of Coaldale 
at $50.00. We also bought and ship- 
ped a nice load of 9301b feeding steers 
to Mr. Johnson, of Nanton. Top price 
on cattle a year ago, $6.60. 

Hogs.—Very few hogs arrived for 
sale until Friday and apparently no 
sales were made before then. We 
sold all our week’s hogs it $17.25 with 
the C.P.R. billings assumed. The 
market again has an unsteady ap- 
pearance and there is a possibility of 
hogs selling lower next week.

Sheep.—With light receipts ofsheep 
prices were about on a level with last 
week, lambs 12%c to 18c, wethers

letters from the Front | 


Mrs. A. G. Bagley and family have 
received the following interesting 
account of the attack on Hill 70 at 
Lens, and the wounding of the writer, 
who was in Red Deer with the 89th. 

1 think it was in tho last letter I 
wrote you I told you that things 
Were about to change and that some- 
thins out of the ordinary was going 
to happen. Just three days after, 
in Sunday afternoon, we reocived 
orders to the effect that we wera to 
move up within 1000 yards of what 
was then our front line of defence. 
This was on the 13th of August at 
a place called ‘‘Hersin,’’ situated at 
about six miles distant from the 
old shelled town of Loos. In this 
town we were going to billet until 
the following night. 

Now the Germans have a great 
many guns of large calibre concen- 
trated on and around this village for 
the purpose of locating our batteries 
of which we had a great many, for 
we had been preparing for several 
weeks to do something in a certain 
area to the north-west of the large 
city of Lens, which was vucupied by 
the enemy, and trom that pesition 
he could look down on our trenches 
and observe what was taking place 
ler miles. Now it was up to. our 
Brigade: which is, you know, — the 
2nd. and naturally we think it one 
of the best—to take what was known 
as Hill 70, and what looked like a 
very difficult undertaking, and I will 
state right here, one which proved 
very costly for the Ist Canadian 
Division. 

Now, if we were successful to get 
hold of this piece of high ground ob- 
servation by the enemy would — be 
irom: the ground being cut off. 

On the night of August 14th, at 
11 p.m., we received orders to have 
everything in readiness so as_ to 
move up shortly after midnight and 
take up our position in the forma- 
tion in which we were to kick off. 
Of course Mr. Fritz just about that 
time opens up with quite a bunch 
of gas shells which I will say are 
none too pleasant. His barrage'only 
lasted for g short time: still we hag 
several of our men gassed. Now | 
will try and give a brief description 
of the way this Mustard Gas will 
affect one. First, I will state the 
Way one can easiest detect the gus 
It is by the odour, which just smells 
for all the world like mustard — or 
garlic: it is very faint. The — effect 
is just like being sealded. = Virst 
symptons of gas start sneezing, and 
eyes start watering, gets in clothes 
and scalds any parts of the body 
which perspires. Since coming — to 
hospital, I have seen several cares. 
th? skin being all burnt off. Jt is 
very painful, At length, after the 
usual amount of kicking and — such 
like, we arrived at destination: time. 
3.30 a.m., August 15th. Our bar: 
rage would open up at 4.25 sharp. 
All we had to do from 3.30 until 
4.30 was to wait for the move to take 
place. 

Everything and everybody were 
ready. The morning looked premis- 
ing for a nice day. It was vet dark 
when right on the dot of 4.25, bung! 
bang!, as the first few guns roared 
forth the challenge of death to the 
Germans, over we go. I was in 
charge of the machine gun section. 
We were on the right flank, and con- 
nected up with our neighbors, the 
5th Battalion. The first German 
trench was 100 yards ahead. By the 
time we got this far, everyone seem- 
ed to be mixed up and it just looked 
like a stampede of men going for- 
ward not knowing what fate had in 
store. I must say right here that a 
finer sight T have never seen. 

We took the first German _ line, 
then on to the next objective, nearly 
7u0 yeards further ahead, this was 
the final objective as far as our 
battalion was concerned. Another 
battalion was then to go through 
us and take their objective which 
was about 1000 yards further — on. 
Most of our fellows kept right = on 
with the other outfit. They Gnally 
took their objective but could not 
hold it owing tn casualties which 
were enormous. Germans seered to 
have regular nests of machine guns. 
So the boys had to retire to the 
rear , distance of 200 yards and dig 
in in What was left of the German 
trench. That practically ended the 
fighting for that day. Anyway. what 
were left of us thought sq and there 
was not very many only 50 men in 
our Company, and we picked up 152 
rifles and 3 officers 

Everything was going along fairly 
good up to about 3) p.m., when we 
were ordered to go forward and go in 
support of the 7th battalion, then oc- 
eupying the front line, as they wee 
going over the top again at) 5 | p.m.

the 7th battalion at once, as they were 
very badly In want of reinforcements 
and were going back in support to us. 
I was in charge of 12th platoon of C 
Company and received orders to take 
my platoon and go out over the top 
about 60 yards to an advance post. I! 
had 14 men and a Lewis machine gun. 
I was to remain out there until fur- 
ther orders, the same which I re- 
ceived by a runner at 2.30 p.m. of the 
16th. The orders were to have the 
men get ready as we would advance 
und take the chalk-pits at 4 p.m. Can 
you picture the dismay when I made 


known to the boys just what was go. 


ing to take place?) Remember we did 


not have a drink of water or anything. 


to eat since the morning of the 15th. 
Did not even have a cigarettd 04 
smoke. I will not go into detail as tc 
this last charge, it is too horrible for 
me to describe. 

All I will say is that we advancec 
and captured the objective, but that 
night when the battalion came in tc 
relieve us, I had been wounded, hac 
part of my finger blown off. There 
were two other of the boys woundec 
and as far as the sergeant and I could 
count, there were only nine men whc 
were not hurt. I left that night foi 
behind the lines. 

Next morning I left the’ trenche: 
and walked out to the dressing stat 
fon, in all about 44% miles. Afte) 
having my hand fixed up I and some 
others were put aboard a Red Cros: 
car, and shot down the line to th 
C.c.S. At this place they were goin; 
to operate. So I was then a stretch 
er cuse. From there I was labelle 
ana shipped by train to the 561). 
General Hospital at Etappes, 10 hrs 
run. Stayed there for eight days 
when I was once more labelled anc 
put aboard the train for Rouen. 1 
took for this journey from 5 p.m. ti 
fain. It was a nice trip though, am 
! enjoyed it very much as we travel 
led through a very pretty piece o 
country, «As you will know this cit: 
is on the Seine river. After leavin; 
the train I was once more loaded int 
t Red Cross ambulance and proceed 
2d to No. 9 General. This hospita: 
is now run by Americans and, say 
they are just fine. I was so glad ti 
vet away from aniongst the red tape 
x the English outfits. 


That same afternoon I was exam 
ined by the Dr. Lt. Brock, U.S.A 
U.S.A., a dandy shap. He asked mc 
how long T had been in France am 
how long since I had had any leave 
and when I told him a year he aske 
me if [ would like to go to England 
ind, of course, 1 said I sure would 
“All right,” he said; mark this bo: 
tor Iingland; he has a rest coming tc 
him.” Gee, these few words sound 
ed good to me, and, of coltirse I thank 
ed him and gave him a nice pair o: 
German field glasses for a souvenir 
He wanted to pay me for them, bu: 
say, pal, I could not take the mone: 
as he was too much of a good fellow 
I sold one pair on my road down foi 
fifty franes, which is equivalent t« 
$10. This pair I was going to kee; 
and send to Canada if I had luck te 
get to England. But, of course, he 
wanted them real badly, so I gave in 
You know how it is. I am getting 
along fine. Lam in a military hospi 
tal at Hursley, near the city of Win 
“hester, a nice place, but so dread 
tilly quiet. It is so monotonous, but 
Iam glad it is only for a short time 

By getting wounded | have lost the 
chance of getting stripe No. 3, but } 
should worry, getting over here witl 
such a slight wound as one’s finger 
is worth more to me than all the pro 
motion possible. Indeed, I am very 
thankful, for I am one of the lucky 
few who escaped so easily, and I only 
hope that the end will soon come anc 
that peace and quietness will once 
more reign throughout the world 

Vor this war is terrible and inde 
scribable. By the time you read this 
letter I will most likely be in Londor 
having, I hope, a good time after 1° 
months in exile in France.

While the United States {s making, 
and will continue to make, large «éd- 
vances to various Allied countries, the 
condition of these advances ts that 
practically the whole sum supplied 
shall be spent in the lending country. 
This condition debars Canada from 
participating in such advances for 
Canada's reed is for cash for the 
currying oo of ber own industries of 
war equipment and food production. 


At the same time, the willingness 
of the United States to finance the 
orders of the Allied belligerents 
when placed with American produc- 
ere, Has naturally led the Allies to 
refuse to place orders in any country 
which cannot grant the same terms 
The present reduction ‘n activity In 
Canadian munition olants 4 due not 
to any cessation of demand from 
Europe for munitions, but to the fact 
that Canada cannot compete with the 
United States in offering financial 
accommodation to the purchasers. 


Until she was excluded from the 
American money market, Canada had 
been able for some time past to ex- 
tend partial financial accommodation 
to the Allfed countries for the sup- 
plies which they obtained here, and 
this without enforcing upon berszlf 
any -strict regiinen of thrift. xut 
this was due in part to the fact that 
while lending to her customers she 
wag herself borrowing from her 
neighbor. The sales of Canadian

The only way ip which Canada cen 
possess herself of the funds necessary 
Tor this {immense apd unprecedeuted 
task of finuticing ber customers is by 
rigidly curtailing ter own expendi. 
tures op all unnecessury objects. Pur- 
ticularly fs it necessary that all supcr- 
{uous [imports should be stopped. ino 
the last fiseul year Canady {imported 
frum the United States no less than 
$664,219.653 worth of commoditi-s, 
while exporting to that country only 
$280,616,330. These imports included 
$15,000,000 of automobiles and parts 
thereof, $10,000,000 of fresh fruits, 
$2,400,000 of musical tnstruments, 
over $3,080,000 of furs and manufac- 
tures thereof, $2.000,000 of “fancy. 
articles,” §3,500,000 of vegetables, 
$4,850,000 of tobacco and its products, 
and many willions of dollars of 
finaller {tems for articles which can 
be dispensed with wholly or {n large 
part without any grave difficulty. In 
addition to these articles, which reach 
Canada !n the form of finished luxu- 
Ties, there js an undistinguishable 
amount, which must be very large, of 
various raw materials which are em- 
ployed in the manufacture of luxuries 
in Canada Itself; (o say nothing of the 
commodities which, while not luxuries 
in themselves, are made so by extra- 
‘agant consumption or by being used 
where cheaper or domestic products 
would do just as well. Canada, while 
compelled to extend credit upon al- 
Taost everything which she herself 
sells abroad, ts obliged to pay cash for 
all of these imports, which are conse- 
quently draining the resources of tha 
country witbout conferring any real 
Lenefit upon any part of it. 

Few {ff any luxuries that are con- 
sumed {in Canada do not contain a 
covsiderable proportion of imported 
goods among their raw materiais, 
even ff they are not wholly of foreign 
origin. But even in the case of luxue 
Ties entirely produced tn Canada, if 
apy such there be, the case agains 
their consumption ts equally etrong, 
Their production diverts Canadian 
lubor from the production of commo< 
dities saleable abroad, and thereby jn- 
Creases the balance of trade against 
this country; and the funds employed 
‘n their production are needed for the 
financing of export trade. 

Under the heading of “luxuries” 
and “unnecessaries” come, at the pre-' 
sent time, all capital expenditures 
which will not be immediately pro- 
ductive of an increasing export of: 
commodities. This includes all muni. 
cipal and government works whi-hi 
affect merely the convenience or corn-\ 
fort of the citizens. 
{ng no public works are justifiable at 
the present juncture except those 
which remove an immediate menace 
to health or an {mmediate obstruction: 
tu the processes of production or trade, 
This is a time for the patching up of 
old plant rather than the substitution: 
of new, however much outworn tbe' 
old may be. 

To repeat: Every dollar unneces- 
sarily spent by Canadian (individual 
Corporation, or government) to-day "3 
a dollar diverted from the ergent 
task of tanintaining the economic

THE LAURIERITE CONVENTION. 


The convention held on Thursday 
last to bring out a Laurier candidate 
resulted in the nomination of Mr. 
Puffer of Lacombe, a gentleman who 
had represented that constituency in 
the Provincial Legislature for the past 
twelve years, and who was such a pro- 
nounced Crossite that the electorate 
rebelled and defeated him at the last 
provincial election. 

This is the man selected to take 
the place of Dr. Michael Clark, the 
most outstanding British Liberal in 
the House of Commons in Canada 
today. 

The convention was not unanimous 
in any sense of the worl. Many 
prominent Liberals would not stand 
and make the vote unanimous. Some 
left the meeting in disgust. About 
half of those present were Clark sup 
porters and will work and vote for 
him when he is nominated as a win- 
the-war candidate shortly. 

It is a little early to state definitely 
what action is being takan by Dr. 
Clark's friends, but we are at liberty 
to state that he has consented to 
stand as a candidate for a winthe- 
war party in the federal riding of 
Red Deer, and that organization steps 
are being taken, and a_ convention 
will be called at an early date to com- 
plete organization. 


Hon. Frank Oliver, who went out 
of his way to attend the Red Deer 
convention to assist in defeating Dr. 
Clark, made a treacherous attack on 
one of Canada's most prominent sol- 
diers. He said when General Currie 
got his promotion he tecame_ the 
military correspondent of the Borden 
Government. He was the command- 
er in chief of the Canadian forces be- 
fore Lens, where there has been more 
Canadian blood spilt than anywhere

BUSINESS PROFITS TAX NOT TO 
BE DISCONTINUED. 


Representations are being made by 
the Liberal press that the business 
profits tax is not to be continued. This 
{is absolutely incorrect, as is shown by 
the following statement made by Sir 
Thomas White as it appears in Han- 
sard: 

“The business profits tax by its 
terms, comes to an end on December 
31st of this year. When that meas- 
ure was introduced it was thought 
that the war would be at an end by 
that time. I stated expressly the 
other day that we should tax abnor- 
mal business profits resulting from 
the war, and in the next Budget that 
I bring down we shall deal with that 
matter.”

Sir Thomas White: “I have stated 
that next year taxation will be im- 
posed on excess business profits. I 
stated also the other day that it might 
be necessary to make some allowance 
for necessary plant extensions but I 
laid down the principle as strongly as 
I could that abnormal busness profits 
due to the avar must be abnormally 
taxed.”

There is an answer to an enquiry 
in the Investor's department of the 
Financial Post last week which is of 
much local present interest, says the 
Edmonton Journal. A gentleman 
wrote to ask if Alberta bonds were a 
good investment and the financial 
expert in charge replied that they 
were. 

While it is true, he added, that 
the western provinces have been 
heavy borrowers and are carrying 
comparatively large public debts, 
yet their resources are so great and 
prospects so good that the security 
behind the various issues is sound. 
The acquisition by the Dominion 
government of the Canadian North- 
ern Railway system will virtually 
relieve the Province of Alberta of 
a considerable liability in the guar- 
anteed bonds of the railway com. 
pany, and improve the province's 
financial position to that extent. 

If the Dominion government had 
not adopted this policy, “but had al- 
luwed the road, as was urged by op- 
ponents of that policy, to go into the 
hands of a_ receiver, Alberta would 
have been bankrupted. There would 
them have been another answer to 
the above inquiry. The amount ot 
Canadian Northern bonds guarantee 
by the province is $18,950,261, all of 
which would on the establishment of 
a receivership immediately become 
due.

The statement is still being made 
that the government is presenting 
Mackenzie and Mann with $60,000,000 
for stock which is worth nothing. But 
it happens that the agreement for the 
purchase of stock stipulates that not 
more than $10,000,000 can be paid for 
it and nothing at all will be paid for 
it except what the judicial arbitrators 
decide that Mackenzie and Mann are 
properly entitled to. They may re- 
ceive nothing. They cannot receive 
more than $10,000,000.

SIR ROBERT BORDEN'S LEADER- 
SHIP. 


Canadian Finance (Winnipeg): It 
is all very well to decide that Sir 
Robert Borden is not the ideal leader 
for the present emergency; it is a 
very different matter to find one more 
suited to the task. This much is cer- 
tain—his stock has risen immensely 


since the public had opportunity of 
reading his farewell to Hon. Robert 
Rogers. [ 

That Sir Robert will succeed in his 
earnest effort to form a truly repre- 
sentative national government may 
yet be hoped. Especially is it desir- 
able that some labor representatives 
will have a place, to serve as a need- 
ed rallying force for the thousands 
of loyal trade unionists who (despite 
not a little stupid lack of considera- 
tion of their viewpoint on the part of 
Pttawa in the past)) are ready to 
back to the limit their brothers in the 
trenches. Writing in The Voice—the 
West's labor organ—“Christopher Col- 
umbus” in a series of strong articles 
reminds the anti-conscriptionists that 
“we are not fighting the Germans, 
they are fighting us.” He points out 
“as a working man and a_ trades 
unionist,” that “strictly speaking, 
anti-conscription is a form of anar- 
chy; it is the laissex-faire doctrine in 
actual operation.” He holds that the 
state has the same right to compul- 
sion of men as it has to taking of 
war profits (and, by the way, it is 
reassuring to have Sir Thomas 
White's recent statement that the 
general income tax is not to do away 
with taxation of excess profits) In 
a nutshell this labor writer well says: 
“This whole crisis has passed far be- 
yond the point where voluntary effort, 
either of money or of men, can meet 
the requirements of the case. The 
most complete organisation and co- 
ordination is necessary.

HUNS USE LIQUID FIRE 
WITH A SMOKE BARRAGE 
ON YRRES-MENIN ROAD 


PENETRATE ADVANCED POSIT- 
IONS, IMMEDIATELY CLEARED 
OUT. 


London, Oct. 1.—“Early this morn- 
ing the enemy heavily bombarded our 
positions... between Tower Hamlets 
and Polygon Wood, and subsequently 
launched three attacks, all of which 
were repulsed with loss,’ says Field 
Marshal Haig’s report.. from. head- 
quarters, issued Sunday. 

“The first was delivered south of 
Retelbeke; it was beaten off by our 
fire before reaching our positions. 
Shortly afterwards, hestile infantry 
advanced astride the Ypres-Menin 
road under cover of a thick smoke 
barrage and accompanied by _ flam- 
menwerfer detachment and succeeded 
temporarily in driving in one of our 
advanced posts. An immediate coun- 
ter-attack recaptured the post, togeth- 
er with a number of prisoners and 
machine guns. 

“Later in the morning an attempt 
to repeat this attack was broken up 
by our artillery. 

“The hostile artillery was active to- 
day along our front between the 
Ypres-Comines canal and Zonnebeke, 
and in the Nieuport sector. Our art- 
illery activity continued.” 

A British official report concerning 
the operations in Mesopotamia an- 
nounces the capture on Friday of Mu- 
shaid Ridge, in the region of Bagdad. 
The British attacked the Turkish 
main position in the region of Rama- 
die, from the south, east and west and 
continued the attack Saturday, the 
enemy everywhere surrendering. The 
capture by the British includes guns, 


ammunition and several thousands of. 


prisoners, including Almed Bey and 
his staff. 

The report of Major General Fred- 
erick Maude, commander of the ex- 
pedition says: 

“After an advance Thursday night 
we attacked the enemy’s advanced 
positions at Mushald, four miles east 
of Ramsdie, early Friday morning, 
Mushald Ridge was occupied, contin- 
uing to advance, manoeuvred away 
from the river, attacking the Turks’ 
main position about Ramadie from 
the southeast. 

“A severe battle ensued, lasting 
throughout Friday. By nightfall our 
troops had carried the main positions 
and were encircling Ramadie from 
ihe east, south-east, and south at a 
distance under two miles from the 
town. Our cavalry completed the 
land cordon, while the Euphrates 
runs on the north side of the town. 
The enemy during the night attempt- 
ed to break out westward, but was 
headed back wt: our cavalry. 

“Our troops resumed the attack vig- 
orously Saturday at daybreak with 
the result that at nine o'clock tn the 
morning the enemy were aurreni:ler- 
ing everywhere. 

“Included in our capture are guns, 
arms, ammunitions, stores, and equlip- 
menr, and also much other booty, sev- 
ral thousand prisoners Ahmed Bey, 
the Turkish commander and_ his 
staff. 

“The enemy was taken entirely by 
surprise, and practically the whole 
garrison of Ramadie fell into our 
hands. Our troops displayed great 
gallantry, determination, and endur- 
ance under the most difficult condi- 
tions. 

“During Thursday night another 
column moved out north-east of Bag- 
dad after a sharp skirmish with a 
Turkish cavalry detachment, inflict- 
ing casualties and capturing four 
prisoners, and three hundred Turk- 
jish supply camels.

Instead of thanking Dr. Clark, the 
convention expressed “its great ad 
miration and appreciation of the 
splendid work done by that stauncl 
and true exponent of Liberalism, Hon 
Frank Oliver,” particular admiratio1 
being expressed for “his unswervint 
course during the recent session al 
Ottawa.”

Military Service Act, 


Explanatory Announcement by the 
Minister of Justice 


HE MILITARY SERVICE ACT has received the assent of the 

Governor-General and is now part of the law of the land. It will be 

enforced accordingly, and the patriotism and good sense of the 
people can be relied upon to support it. Resistance to its enforcement, 
however by word or act must and will be repressed, as resistance to any 
other law in force must be.

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, Sept. 27.—Once more 
the British fighting machine has 
crushed its way through the German 
trenches along the Ypres battle front 
with great success. The offensive 
began in the gray dawn of a misty 
morning Wednesday had by noon ac- 
complished virtually all that had been 
planned. for it, and this afternoon the 
men of Australia, England, and Scot- 
land were holding positions which 
represented gains of from 1,000 to 
1,300 yards over a large part of the 
whole of Tower Hamlets Ridge, 
which the Germans had fought so 
valiantly to retain; they were clear 
of the famous Polygon wood, whose 
eastern slopes had been filled half- 
way with concrete redoubts and snip- 
ing shelters; they had battled half- 
way throughout Zonnebeke, village of 
immortal memory, and north of the 
Ypres-Roulers railway they were hold- 
ing many German strongholds in the 
valley of the Hanebek river. 

The advance on the extreme right 
was not deep but was in accord with 
the plan to drive the Germans from 
Tower Hamlets Ridge. The fighting 
here yesterday was continuous and 
sanguinary for the Germans kept 
throwing infantry in waves against 
the British position. A lot of British 
troops in this sector began the new 
push this morning under the fatigue 
of many hours battling against a de- 
termined foe, but they did their work 
today and did it well. The fighting 
about Tower Hamlets was very severe 
and the Germans were able to get 
heavy machine gun fire on the British 
from positions to the south. 

Along the Menin road the British 
made the slight advance called for 
under a withering machine-gun and 
artillery fire. North of the Ypres- 
Menin road the line of advance swung 
out much further into enemy terri- 


tory in order to occupy the: Polygon 
wood and other important posts. 

The Australians, who | negotiated 
most of the territory between the 
Ypres-Menin road appeared to have 
had comparatively little trouble in 
getting through, ‘with the exception of 
a narrow stretch just south of the 
Polygon wood where the Germans 
held on tenaciously for a.time. They 
had to fight their way through a more 
or less intricate trench system to 
Polygon wood and encountered a great 
number of block-houses, which turned 
a vicious machine-gun and rifle fire 
against them. 

Among the troops opposing them 
were Poles. The men made a good 
start in getting over the top and 
swept through the eastern portion of 
Polygon wood. The Germans in re- 
doubts on the eastern slopes of this 
wood surrendered and within a com- 
paratively short time the Australians 
were surging across the race-course 
on the level below. 


AUSTRALIAN CASUALTIES 
LIGHT. 


North of th Polygon wood the Aus- 
tralians covered the ground assigned 
to them in two hours and twenty min- 
utes, the average depth of their ad 
vance being 1,200 yards. The Austral 
jans’ operation was accomplished with 
exceedingly few casualties. 

It was a proud day for those Brit- 
ish troops who forced their way into 
the western end of Zonnebeke village. 
Not since the bitter period of April 
1915, when the British were compel- 
led to withdraw from this place, had 
an allied soldier entered it. The 
wound of this defeat was healed large 
ly today. In the sector north of Zon. 
nebeke the offensive proceeded sys.. 
tematically until the final line was 
rushed. “ 

The Germans were active through 
out last night and put down a heavy 
barrage fire before this morning's at- 
tack, but it did little damage. Much 
machine gun fire and sniping was en. 
countered at many places, but for the 
most part the Germans did not make 
a determined stand. The blockhous 
es gave some trouble. The British 
artillery, preparation here has been 
exceedingly good and the greund was 
strewn with enemy dead. Serious 
but brief fighting occurred at a few o! 
the fortified farms and near the rail- 
way the Germans delivered an im- 
mediate counter attack, but this was 
broken quickly.

The local exemption tribunals will be constituted with the least delay 
Possible, consistent with the selection of representative individuals to 
compose them, and the instruction of the members in their duties. There 
will be more than one thousand of such tribunals throughout Canada, each 


Reinforcements under the Military Service Act 
immediately required 


It is the intention of the Government immediately to exercise the 
power which the Act confers and to call out men for military service in 


order to provide reinforcements for the Canadian forces. 


This is neces- 


sary since the military authorities report that the reserves available or 
in sight for reinforcement will shortly be exhausted unless this step be 


taken, 


consisting of two members, one of whom will be nominated by a Joint 
Committee of Parliament, and the other by one of the Judges of the 
existing Courts. Every effort will be made by the wide distribution of 
tribunals, and by provision where necessary for their sitting in more than 
one place, to minimise the inconvenience to which men will be put in 
obtaining the disposition of their cases. 

A Registrar will be appointed in each Province, who will be named 
in the proclamation and to whom enquiries may be addressed. Each 
Provincial Registrar will transmit to the appropriate tribunal the appli- 
cations for exemption which have been submitted in advance of the sit- 
tings, and men who have sent these in will not be required to attend the 
tribunals until notified to do so. Other applicants should attend per- 


First call limited to men between 20 and 34 who were 
unmarried or widowers without children on 
July 6, 1917 


The present call will be limited to men not in the schedule of excep- 
tions who were unmarried or widowers without children on 6th July,1 917, 
are at least twenty years of age, and were born on or since January Ist, 
1883. Of this Class all those will be entitled to conditional exemption 
whose services in their present occupations, agricultural, industrial or 
other, are essential in the national interest, and whose business or domes- 
tic reponsibilities are such that serious hardship would ensue if their 
services be required. Conscientious scruples based upon a prohibition 
of combatant service by the articles of faith of the religious denomination 
to which men belong will, also be respected. The men first required to 
serve will consequently be those who can be called upon with the least 
disturbance of the economic and social life of the country. 


Civil Tribynals to deal with exemptions 


Questions of exemption will be determined, not by the military 
authorities or by the Government, but by civil tribunals composed of 
representative men who are familiar with local conditions in the com- 
munities in which they serve, who will generally have personal knowledge 
of the economic and family reasons which those whose cases come before 
them have had for not volunteering their services and who will be able 
sympathetically to estimate the weight and importance of such reasons, 
Provincial Appellate Tribunals constituted from the existing judiciary of 
the respective provinces will be provided to correct mistakes made by 
Local Tribunals, and a Central Appeal Tribunal for the whole of Canada, 
selected from among the present Judges of the Supreme Court of Canada, 
will be constituted in order that identical principles may be applied 
throughout the country. In this way every man may rest assured of the

How to report for service 


Men who do not desire to claim exemption will report to the military 
authorities for service either by mail or in person at any time after the 


issue of the proclamation. 


Forms of report by mail will be found in all 


post offices, and, like applications for exemption, will be transmitted free 


of postage. 
Early report advantageous 


No man who reports for service will, although he may be medically 
examined and passed as fit, be required to go into camp or join a battalion 
until after a day fixed by the proclamation sufficiently late to permit of 
the disposition by the local tribunals of most, if not all, of the applica- 
tions for exemption which may come before them. Thus no advantage 
will be gained by delaying or disadvantage incurred by prompt report for 
service on the part of those who do not intend to apply for exemption. 


Facilities for immediate medical examination 


Immediately upon the issue of the proclamation, medical boards will 
sit at every mobilization centre for the examination of men who report 
for service or who, subject to their right within the time limited to apply 
for exemption, desire to have their physical fitness determined in order to 
allay any doubt as to their physical condition, or to know definitely and 
in advance whether there is a possibility of their services being required. 
Certificates of physical unfitness issued by these Medical Boards will be 
accepted without any further investigation by exemption tribunals when 


they sit. 


Men found physicalfy fit who have not reported for service 


may nevertheless apply for exemption on any of the prescribed grounds, 
including even their physical condition if dissatisfied with the Medical 


Board’s conclusion.

GERMANS AGAIN: BOM- 
BARD LONDON, NOTH- 
ING GAINED 


ELEVEN PERSONS KILLED LAST 
SATURDAY— TWO MACHINES 
BROUGHT DOWN. 


Immense Number of Guns of All 
Calibres Engaged In Defense. 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—Saturday night 
and Sunday night the London district 
and various parts of Kent and Essex 
were raided by German~ dirmen and 
there were confirmed reports that 
three machines were brought down. 

Eleven persons were killed and 
eighty-two injured in Saturday night's 
raid. Material damage, it was re- 
ported was not great. s 

On Saturday night four groups of 
German airplanes attempted to at- 
ack London, but most of the machines 
were driven off. Bombs were drop- 
ped in the northeastern and _ south- 
eastern districts of London and at 
various places in Kent and Essex. 


OFFICIAL REPORT. 

The following official report of the 
raid was given out Sunday: 

“Latest reports show that a deter- 
mined and simultaneous attack was 
made on London by three groups of 
raiders. Each of these groups which 
appeared each from a different dir- 
ection, was broken up by anti-aircraft 
gunfire and only two, or at the most 
three, machines penetrated the defen- 
ses. Bombs were dropped in the 
northeastern and _ southeastern dis- 
tricts. A fourth group of enemy 
machines, which attempted to ap- 
proach London later, was driven off, 
none of the raiders penetrating the 
defenses of the capital. 

“Bombs also were dropped at var- 
fous places in Kent and Essex.” 


HUNS GAIN NOTHING. 

The air raid Sunday night was the 
fifth within seven days and as far as 
available details show accomplished 
nothing important to the enemy. The 
claim that the new air barrage acts 
as a powerful deterrent to the raiders 
seems to have been justified further 
in the latest attacks, 

An immense number of guns of var- 
fous calibre were in action. Indeed 
it was they and not the invaders who 
were putting up the show. 

Even more impressive was the ter- 
rific din of the guns. The enormous 
and prolonged volume of gunfire cer- 
tainly was alarming to civilian ears 
not accustomed to it. Some of the 
big high velocity weapons employed 
detonated with a deafening crash in- 
distinguishable by the civilians from 
the roar of bursting bombs. So great 
was the amount of defensive shell- 
fire that an estimate of a thousand 
shells discharged for every bomb 
dropped does not seem extravagant. 

DAMAGE UNKNOWN. 

Almost nothing is known concern- 
ing damage and casualties caused by 
the raiders. It is said several bombs 
were dropped in Essex and Kent with- 
out causing casualties. One raider 
was driven from London by the guns 
of the fleet. Southwest of the capital 
another was seen over the Thames 
estuary. It was hemmed in by shell 
fire and wriggled for half-an-hour try- 
ing for an exit from what seemed a 
triangle of bursting shells. It finally 
escaped seaward. 

A half-dozen bombs were dropped 
in a suburban district without casu- 
alties or important damage. One of 
the bombs narrowly missed striking 
a hospital. 

The newspapers while commending 
the vigor of the defense, still call for 
other measures and advocate repris- 
als on German towns, They insist on 
this point with great vehemence. The 
Times contends that it would be ab- 
surd to suppose that the problem of 
successful defense had been solved. 
It points out that the intense gunfire 
is only a partial deterrent and warns 
that air warfare is capable of infinite 
expansion and that new methods will 
have to be found to combat it.

-Ottawa, Sept. 29.—Serious misun- 
regard to the 
Military Service Act are being clear- 
ed up as a result of the educational 
campaign now being ‘conducted ‘by 
the Mjlitary’ Service Council. This 
non-partisan body is now establish- 
ed here and its activities cover the 
Dominion from coast to coast. ; 
It has been found out that the 
majority of people had an idea that 
men selected for service under the 
Military Service Act would be paid 
at the rate of a few cents a day, this 
being part of the popular conception 
of “conscription.” As a matter of 
fact, of course, selected men will re- 
ceive exactly the same pay as those 
who have volunteered, with all the 
incidental benefits from the various 
funds. : 
Again, there was an idea wide- 
spread that all the men who have 
gone overseas are fighting troops, 
ready to enter the trenches at a mo- 
ment’s notice. This idea was at the 
root of much honest disapproval of 
the Military Service Act, which was 
held to be unnecessary. As a matter 
of fact, again, there are a hundred 
and one different and essential bran- 
ches of the service behind the lines 
for which men are constantly needed. 
Besides, only men in the highest phy- 
sical condition are permitted to go to 
the front line trenches. To under- 
stand this actual situation is to 
appreciate that the existence of the 
considerable number of men in re- 
serve may not mean—and in this case 
does not mean—the existence of ade- 
quate reinforcements fit and ready to 
join particular units when urgently 
needed to save the military situation.
